Johnson County’s jail 
problem has no easy fix 


$23 million expansion 
may not be facility’s last

The Johnson County jail hasn't start- 
ed work on its more than $23 million, 
264-bed expansion, but officials are al- 
ready thinking about the next time the 
jail might need to add more space. 

Taxpayers will pay for the expansion 
with a 0.2 percentage point increase in 
local income tax. That could drop to 0.1 
percentage point in five years when the 
bond is retired, but either way, taxpay- 
ers will be on the hook for 20 years. For a 


family making $70,000 a year (just over 
the county’s median household income) 
that means anywhere from $1,050 to 
$2,800 over the life of the tax hike. 

And by the time taxpayers have 
paid their dues, officials admit it’s pos- 
sible the jail could need another expan- 
sion. 

The trick to avoiding the cycle of 
overcrowding and perpetual expansion 
is to find a way to keep people out of jail. 
One expert explained the jail expansion 
business this way: If you build it, they 
will come. 

But in Johnson County, a state man- 
date has officials focused on making 
more space for today’s overcrowding. 
The rest, they say, will have to 


come later. 
Not chaos, but... 


A walk through the jail on a Friday 
morning in January confirmed what 
Johnson County Sheriff Duane Bur- 
gess said: “It’s not chaos.” 

But it is crowded. 

The 322-bed jail has housed as 
many as 458 people on a given day, 
Burgess said. Days before IndyStar 
visited, there were 376 inmates. 
Roughly 20% of those were convicted 
level 6 felony offenders. Before 2016, 
those convicted of the lowest level of

Klobuchar comes in 3rd 
in Democratic primary

MANCHESTER, N.H. - Bernie 
Sanders held a narrow lead over Pete 
Buttigieg in the New Hampshire Dem- 
ocratic primary Tuesday night as the 
two ideological opposites battled it out 
for front-runner status in the chaotic 
nomination fight to take on President 
Donald Trump. 

Minnesota Sen. Amy Klobuchar, a 
Midwestern moderate like former 
Mayor Buttigieg, was trailing in third 
place. It was an unexpectedly strong 
showing for Klobuchar, who surged 
following a standout debate perfor- 
mance on Friday. 

“Tonight in New Hampshire, as ev- 
eryone had counted us out even a week 
ago,” Klobuchar said, “I came back and 
we delivered.” 

With votes still coming in, the race 
was too early to call. But the night was 
disappointing for two prominent 
White House hopefuls. Former Vice 
President Joe Biden was competing 
with Massachusetts Sen. Elizabeth 
Warren for fourth place. Neither was 
on track to receive any delegates. 

After a chaotic beginning to pri- 
mary voting last week in Iowa, Demo- 
crats hoped New Hampshire would 
provide clarity in their urgent quest to 
pick someone to take on Trump in No- 
vember. At least two candidates 
dropped out in the wake of weak fin- 
ishes Tuesday night: just-the-facts 
moderate Colorado Sen. Michael Ben- 
net and political newcomer Andrew 
Yang, who attracted a small but loyal 
following over the past year and was 
one of just three candidates of color 
left in the race. 

While struggling candidates sought 
to minimize the latest results, history 
suggests that the first-in-the-nation 
primary will have enormous influence 
shaping the 2020 race. In the modern 
era, no Democrat has ever become the 
party’s general election nominee with- 
out finishing first or second in New 
Hampshire. 

While the action was on the Demo- 
cratic side, Trump easily won New 
Hampshire’s Republican primary. He 
was facing token opposition from for- 
mer Massachusetts Gov. Bill Weld.
